Saturday's meeting discusséd 
the recommendations presented 
by the Education Committee at 
the UGEQ Congress In Quebec 
- City. Comcbr re-affirmed support 
of 'student 'syndicalism, free uni- 
versity ' education and remunera- 
tion for ill university students. 

Comcor' also demanded that all 
forms of discrimination in the ed- 
ucational system be prascd,^and 
that the professions in Quebec be 
socialised. 

Support Is being sought in or- 
der to establish a committee to 
study tiic consequences of educa- 
tional reforms proposed by 
. UGEQ. 

Comcor recognised (he right of 
any group to form an eâiicational 
institution, provided that the pro- 
posed institution would be finan- 




Some 300 French and English 
students walked out "of -classes' 
Thursday af terr.con and promised 
not to return until the jirovincial 
goycrnment "listens to oiir com- 
plaints'-'. 

The school which is located on 
Sherbrooke Street is owned and 
operated by thfr-Quebec govern- 
ment. .

It called for the establishment 
of a- planning committee by the 
Department of Education. The 
committee would co-ordinate uni- 
versity, and prc-un|vcrslty teach- 
ing and currlcu1a;'^;standardisc 
university entrance requirements 
and implement the Parent Com- 
mission's recommendations on 
pre-unlvcrsity pducation. 

The Sunday session discussed 
resolutions presented by UGEQ's 
International Affairs Committee. 

Comcor- called for a five-step 
programme of dtsarmanfent, be- 
ginning with a world-wide nuclear 
test ban, and uHimately result i ng 
in complete msarmamcnt. 
The Rhodcsian crisis also came 
Jtf^er discussion. The Comcor dc- 
^^^idcd'tliat the British govcrn- 
'^^'mentccoritlnuc negotiations with 
(he nhodesian . govecnnicnt, that 
" the Quebec government urge the 
Canadian government to effect an 
economic blockade against Rhode- 
sia and that contact with nhode- 
sian student organisations be im- 
proved. • 

Comcor condemned the internal 
political situation in South Africa 
under the Vcrwoerd régime and 
demanded that the Canadian gov- 
ernment cease diplomatic and eco- 
nonjic ' relationships wlUi "the, 
> South African goveminent. 



Significantly, Comcor resolved 
to establish, with CUS, a riational 
campaign to put into effect a boy- 
cott against Rhodesia, South Afrl' 
ca and Portugal," whose ac(ions in 
Angola and Mozambique canîe in 
for similar criticisms a( the . 
meeting. 

Both countries, were urged to 
respect the 'ccasc:f ire in Kashmir, 
and thc'Canadian'goverhmcnt was 
, asked to do everything within its 
means to achieve a satisfactory 
solution to the problem.' 

, The racial "situation in the 
United Slates was criticised. The 
Committee expressed support for 
the American Negro's attainment 
of his full rights and for the 
student civil rights movement. 

Comcor also condemned United 
Stales policy in Latin America, 
demanding that military dictator* 
ships resign, and that Canada

adopt a Latin America policy in- 
dependent of the United States. 

Comcor demanded the cessation', 
of hostilities in Vietnam, the re- 
sumption of peaceful negotiations 
and the dlrâociation of Canada 
from American policy in Vietnam. 

It was also announced that 
UGEQ has accepted a ^eat on the 
committee of the World Univer- 
sity Service of Canada. Observers 
dte this decisi9n and UGEQ's 
Joint action with CUS on the Afri- 
can situation as indications of 
UGEQ's willingness to cooperate 
with CUS. 

Sharon Sholzberg, Students' 
Society President, noted that the 
UGEQ meeting had adopted an 
educational policy similar to that 
of the Students* Society. 

External Affairs Vice-President 
Ken Cabatoff said, that the meet- 
ing showed that McGill can ex- 
pect to have a strong voice in 
UGEQ. He remarked that he was 
"slightly surprised", by the atti- 
tude of delegates at the nieeting, 
which was in some ways more 
conservative than he had ex- 
pected.. 



said that the IRC was not satis- 
fied with the "terms of reference" 
of the investigation, and that 
'Some of the ideas of the commit- 
tee, were unclear to members of 
the IRC. 

The investigations will now 
have to wait until this matter is 
cleared up with the IRC. 

However, about two weeks ago 
a representative from the IHC had 
given the committee an unofficial 
"go-ahead" to prepare briefs and 
.arrange open meetings with (hs 
residences. 

The committee wants to give 
students in residence more free- 
dom to make their own . décisions, 
and had planned to have bter- 
views and open meeting, as well 
as to send letters to the^wardens 
of the men's an^ women's resi- 
dences. 

Schecter said that the students 
should have "democratic control 
over conditions In the places^ 
where they live". 

The committee intends to study 
grievances concerning dress regu- 
lations in'men's and women's resi- 
dences, food in the dining halls 
and visitors in the bedrooms. 

The committee's main objective 
is to Implement reforms in con- 
junction with the wishes of the 
residents. 

Few of the members ' of the 
committee live in residence.

SHERBROOKE — A Congress of Science and Engineering Students 
of 'Quebec was organised this weekend at a -meeting at the 
University of Sherbrooke. . ' '

Each university in Quebec sent 
delegates from its Science and 
Engineering faculties to the 
meeting, which was held to draw 
up a charter for the congress. 

Bichard Karper, Richard Pate- 
naude /and' 'George Levy repre- 
sented the Engineering'Faculty of 
McGill. Science delegates were 
Richard Kerr, James Bourne and 
Robert Peterson. 

The congress was originaify 
planned for the French univer- 
sities of Quebec, but I'Ecolc Poly- 
technique of l'Université de Mont- 
réal invited the English univer- 
sitles^tO|attend. Laval and Sher- 
brobke'^niverslties had opposed 
the admission of English students. 

A proposal presented by the 
McGill delegation asking that 
tioth French and English be used 
by thç^cxccutive and the congress 
waS: adopted. It requires that all 
representative* understand both 
languages, cc|l that 'French be 
used in docuc::zt3 in or^er to fa- 
cilitate the x:cTh of the secreta- 
riat . . 

An amendment to this motion 
providhig that the congress be 
iuiown as Ic Congrès des Etu- 
diants en Science et Génie du 
Québec was also passed. 

The congress aims to group all 
science and engineering students 
in Quebec so that they may publi- 
cise and present their problems 
more effectively. 

It also wants to create certain 
relations between all science and 
engineering students in Quebec 
In order to bring the two cultures 
together through the common 
interests of science and en- 
gineering. 
. Michel Turgeon from l'Ecole 
Polytechnique was elected' presi- 
dent of the congress. He was the 
leading .{figure in organising 
the meeting and in providing that 
the English universities were re- 
presented. ■ • , • 

The Secrétary-General:is Jean 
Joubert of the Science Faculty- at 



l'Université de Slontréal. Two of 
the McGill delegates were ap- 
pointed to executive positions. 
Richard Patenaudc of the En- 
gineering Faculty Is the director 
of the Technical Organisation 
Committee, and science student 
Richard Kerr is director of social 
activities. 

The first congress will be held 
in Montreal at a' date to be de- 
cided at the next meeting of the 
executive council. February is 
considered to be the likely date.

He later joined the Princeton 
faculty as an instructor. 

Dr. Kaufmann is the author of 
six books inrluding,Niet$zche, Cri- 
tique of Religion and Philosophy, 
From Shakespeare to Exisiential- 
ism, and The Faith of a Heretic. 

He has also translated four of 
Nictszche's major works.

The referendum on UGEQ re- 
presents the most important de- 
cision that the students at this 
University will ever have to " 
make. The. path we' choose will 
affect not only ourselves but^. 
McGill students for Inany years

The ultimate form and aims of 
UGEQ are still somewhat vague 
in many areas. The direction it 
takes wljl depend very much on •" 
the role that English-speaking 
students choose to play in it. 
One must always keep in mind 
the three basic facts of life; 
AIcGill is a Quebec university, 
education is a provincial matter, 
and' UGEQ represents the vast^ 
majority of students in. Quebec. ' 

It doesn't take any special 
power of divination to prophesy 
that UGEQ will soon become the 
medium of negotiation between 
students in Quebec and their 
provincial fiovernment, especial- 
ly since' it now . represents slu- . 
'dents of both language groups. 
If the students of McGill do' not-: 
associate with UGEQ it will 
mean that they, and future gen- 
erations to come will have little 
voice in matters which directly 
concern them, such as Joan and 
bursary policy. 

It is always, easy to get out of 
an organization it you don't- like 
it.
